Evangelistic  Teams  Sent  To  Churches 

Evangelistic  teams,  composed  of  Presbyterian  College  pre-ministerial 
students,  are  available  for  religious  services  to  churches  of  the  Synods 
of  Georgia  and  South  Carolina. 

These  teams  have  made  numerous  appearances  before  congregations 
of  four  South  Carolina  presbyteries  in  the  past  three  semesters,  and  the 
program  is  being  expanded  as  requests  increase.  It  is  sponsored  by  the 
PC  Ministerial  Club  under  the  guidance  of  Dr.  Joseph  Gettys,  professor 
of  Bible  at  Presbyterian  College  and   well-known  religious  writer. 

Programs    Well-Received    by    Congregations 

Dr.  Gettys  said  he  has  been  impressed  by  the  reception  the  evangel- 
istic teams  have  received  from  churches  in  which  they  have  appeared. 
He  added:  "Every  church  has  been  high  in  praise  of  the  quality  of  the 
programs  presented,  and  I  feel  the  young  men  are  rendering  a  worth- 
while   service." 

All  types  of  services  have  been  handled  by  these  Presbyterian  College 
students.  The  variety  includes:  Mother's  Day  service  at  the  Orangeburg 
First  Presbyterian  Church  last  spring  (carried  by  radio);  Men-of-the- 
Church  meeting  at  the  Anderson  First  Presbyterian  Church;  Young 
People's  program  for  the  Spartanburg  Second  Presbyterian  Church; 
Sunday  night  services  at  the  Union  First  Presbyterian  Church;  and 
others. 

Teams    Available    for    Any   Type    of    Service 

Three  evangelistic  teams,  each  composed  of  four  or  five  PC  students 
preparing  for  the  ministry,  are  available  to  handle  any  of  the  regular 
church  activities  on  request.  They  take  complete  charge  of  the  program, 
often  in  the  absence  of  the  pastor,  and  provide  prayer,  scripture  reading, 
music,  a  main  talk  and  one  or  two  brief  supplementary  talks  in  the 
nature  of  testimonials.  A  typical  program  is  one  developed  around  the 
theme  "Christ  in  Our  Lives".  The  leader  may  speak  on  "What  Christ 
Means  to  Me",  while  two  of  his  companions  talk  on  "Christ  in  College" 
and  "A  Full-Time  Christian  Vocation". 

Themes  usually  are  directed  toward  young  people — an  area  in  which 
the  college  men  are  particularly  effective — but  the  programs  also  hold 
appeal   for   adults. 

The  teams  thus  far  have  confined  their  efforts  to  churches  within  a 
100-mile    radius    of    Clinton.    Now,    however,    under    special    overnight 
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Scholarships  Offer  Aid  To  Qualified  Students 

Scores  of  applicants  have  applied  for  Presbyterian  College's  coveted 
Founder's  Scholarships,  and  even  as  these  candidates  compete,  other 
scholarship  opportunities  for  next  year  are  pointed  out  to  worthy  high 
school  seniors. 

Top  contenders  for  the  ten  Founder's  grants,  which  range  up  to 
$2,000    each,    will   be    selected   to 


visit  the  PC  campus  for  final  tests 
and    interviews    early    in    March. 

Qualified  students  not  seeking 
one  of  these  grants,  meanwhile, 
have  other  opportunities  avail- 
able toward  helping  to  finance 
their  education  at  Presbyterian 
College.  Student  Dean  A.  J. 
Thackston,  in  re-emphasizing 
this  program  today,  urged  super- 
ior students  in  need  of  assistance 
to  apply  as  soon  as  possible  be- 
cause of  the  increasingly  large 
numbers  already  seeking  admis- 
sion here  next  fall. 

First  honor  graduates  of  ac- 
credited high  schools  are  eligible 
for  Valedictory  Scholarships, 
each  amounting  to  $500  for  the 
four  years  of  study.  Under  this 
program,  certain  second-honor 
graduates  also  may  qualify  upon 
special    consideration. 

For  ministerial  candidates  of 
Protestant  faith,  the  College  of- 
fers Ministerial  Scholarships 
which  provide  $1,000  for  each 
candidate   for   the   four   years   of 


study.  To  be  eligible,  a  student 
must  have  declared  to  his  local 
church  his  intention  to  enter 
this  field. 

Thackston  pointed  out  that 
still  another  type  of  asistance  is 
available.  He  said  the  scholarship 
committee  may  award  grants-in- 
aid  to  students  of  good  character 
and  satisfactory  academic  stand- 
ing who  cannot  otherwise  meet 
their    total    college    expenses.

arrangements  they  will  be  able  to  go  to  more  distant  points  within  the 
two  synods.  Dr.  Gettys  explained: 

"Whereas  the  College  does  not  have  special  funds  for  transportation 
and  other  expenses,  we  believe  that  the  church  desiring  to  use  the 
services  of  an  evangelistic  team  will  be  happy  to  provide  travel  cost  and, 
where  necessary,  meals  and  overnight  accommodations."

A  $7,000  gift  to  the  Presbyter- 
ian College  development  program 
by  Alumnus  Ross  Templeton  of 
Charlotte  was  announced  today 
by  President  Marshall  W.  Brown. 

Templeton,  who  serves  as  Car- 
olinas  division  manager  of  Field 
Enterprises,  contributed  $3,000 
last  year  and  recently  made  an 
additional  gift  of  $4,000  to  bring 
his  total  contribution  to  the 
program  to  $7,000. 

A  member  of  the  class  of  1924 
at  PC,  Templeton  ranks  as  one 
on  the  top  five  division  managers 
of  the  national  Field  Enterprises 
organization  and  he  was  named 
last  year  to  receive  Presbyter- 
ian's Alumni  Gold  P  Award  for 
outstanding  achievement.  He  is 
a  native   of   Owings,   S.   C.

Meet   the   Faculty 

Aurel   Erwin,    Professor    of   French 

Aurel  Maner  Erwin,  assistant  professor  of  French  serving  his  fourth 
year  on  the  Presbyterian  College  faculty,  is  an  enthusiastic  admirer 
of  the  language  he  teaches  and  of  the  French  people. 

Not  only  has  he  traveled  extensively  in  France  and  gained  a  broad 
knowledge  of  its  literature,  music  and  art;  his  interest  in  fine  arts 
generally  is  a  cultural  stimulation   to  PC   students. 

A  summa  cum  laude  graduate  of  Mercer  University  (1937),  Erwin 
came  to  Presbyterian  College  in  1954.  He  had  taught  both  French  and 
Spanish  the  previous  year  at  Emory  University  after  teaching  these 
languages  at  Emory  Junior  College  for  seven  years  (1946-53).  His 
earlier  experience  also  includes  teaching  at  Lanier  High  (Macon,  Ga.), 
Georgia  Military  College  and  Admiral  Farragut  Academy  (St.  Peters- 
burg,   Fla.). 

The  PC  professor  received  his  MA  in  French  from  Duke  University 
in  1941  and  has  had  additional  study  at  Universidad  Nacional  de 
Mexico.  Middlebury  Spanish  and  French  Schools,  and  Universite  Laval 
in  Quebec.  He  is  a  member  of  the  South  Atlantic  Modern  Language 
Association,  the  American  Association  of  Teachers  of  French,  and  the 
American  Association   of   Teachers   of   Spanish   and   Portuguese. 

A  native  of  Macon,  Ga.,  he  remains  single. 
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
